LAW APPLIES IN ST, LOUIS

JEFFERSON CITY, March 
30—The state’s prevailing wage 
law applies to all workmen em- 
ployed on public works in St. 
Louis, except municipal em- 
ployes, Missouri Attorney Gen- 
eral John M. Dalton said in an 
opinion today. 

Dalton. had been asked by 
State Representative Thomas 
A. Walsh, from St. Louis’s 
Twelfth District, whether the 
law applied in St. Louis. The 


statute provides that a worker | 
employed .by or on behalf of 
any public body engaged in 
public works shall be paid the 
wage rate prevaiiling in the 
community. 

The opinion pointed out a 
state constituional provision 
bars enactment of any state 


law fixing the compensation of 
a municipal office in a city | 
that has adopted its own char- | 
ter under the constitution, St. 
Louis does operate under such 
a charter.

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WASHINGTON, March 30 
(UPI)—The General Account- 
ing office has criticized a Navy 
order for $68,000,000 worth of 
aircraft engines. 

The GAO told Congress in a 
repost made public yesterdav 
the @ngines would not have 


been needed if the Navy had | 


stepped up its procedures for 
overhauling airplane motors as 
did the Air Force. 

In addition, the GAO said, 
Navy plans call for the pur- 
chase of another $33,000,000 
worth of the same engines. 
.stHe GAO said the Navy 
@ildws 210 days for removal, 
shipment, overhaul and return 
of engines to an operating 
base. It said an extensive GAO 
survey last year showed the 
procedure actually took an 
average of 275 days. 

Air Force Experience. 

Air Force experience sug- 
gests that 150 days would be 
“rea ble,” the GAO said. 
It recommended that the Navy 
adopt such a schedule. 

In comments submitted with 
the GAO report, the Navy re- 


jected the GAO suggestion. It | 


said it “cannot compromise its 
readiness by reducing the pres- 
ent pipeline planning factor.” 
It said the GAO failed to take 
mobilization needs into ac- 
count. 

The Navy also complained 
that the GAO survey, con- 
ducted last year, did not study 
truly representative engines. It 
said the GAO failed to recog- 
rnifizé~ improvements in the 
Navy’s management of its spare 
engines. 

_The GAO told Congress that 
the Navy’s response “does not 
ustify” the pipeline factor 
‘nor the continued procure- 
ment of excess engines now 
under contract.” 

. Recommends Cancellation. 

The GAO recommended that 
the Navy recompute its needs 
at once and “cancel those quan- 
tities of engines under contract 
that-ean be economically termi- 
nated.” 

THe GAO has recommended 
that-fleet commanders and tue 
Navy’k Bureau of Aeronautics 
stresg-the “critical nature and 
high=wnit cost” of plane en- 
gines-to all subordinates and 
“issue positive instructions re- 
quiring prompt attention to the 
movement of engines through 
all se%ments of the pipeline.” 

The .report said ‘“‘consider- 
able savings ‘can be realized,” 
by a more realistic overhaul 
chain.

Not long ago a telephone man in East St. Louis 
was puzzling over a problem that often gave him 
| considerable trouble: How to speed repairs on a 
telephone cable that has been damaged by fire, 
‘accident or a hunter’s stray bullet? 


A badly damaged cable can really be a mess. If 
it’s a big one, hundreds of snarled and smashed 
wires have to be sorted out, identified, re-spliced 
if they’re broken, and the damaged area wrapped 
and re-sealed. Repairs may take hours and hours. 


Saddest part is that usually only a few of the wires 
in a damaged cable are actually severed. The rest 
are just “‘shorted out.”’ If a simpler or faster way 
‘could be found to clear these ‘‘shorts,”’ most of the 
affected telephone lines could be back in service 
within a few minutes instead of hours. 


Happily, it now looks as though a way has been 
found. The East St. Louis telephone man has come 


=——= up with a spray (see photo, right) that effectively 


insulates wires on contact—gets shorted-out lines 
back in service in seconds even while major repair 
work continues.

Among them were metro- 
politan federations, 
ened county governments, | 
broad district authorities and 
a series of regional agencies 
that could be set up individu- 
ally to handle specific prob- 
lems but which eventually 
would constitute a full govern- 
ment. 

Approaches of Freeholders. 

Several of these approaches 
were among those considered 
by the Metropolitan Board of 
Freeholders, which is seeking 
to 
co-ordination between St. Louis 
and St. Louis county. The free- 
holders board has _ prepared 
two alternative plans—one for 
formation of a metropolitan 
district with responsibility for 
certain public services and the 
other for outright consolida- 
tion of the city and county. It 
has not yet decided which will 
be submitted to voters. 

Warning that existing local 
governments. cannot satisfac- 
torily provide roads, parks, re- 
gional planning and other pub-

ments along major highways, 
inadequate parks, congested 
schools, mediocre administra- 
tion, smog, traffic Jams, recur- 
rent crises in mass transporta- 
tion and the hundred and one

Potential Not Realized. 

“In place of a co-ordinated 
attack on the less attractive by- | 
products of urbanization, each | 
jurisdiction tries to avoid the | 
conditions it regards as un- 
palatable, to protect its own 
and to let its neighbors fend 
for themselves.” 

This refusal of local govern- 


ment to accept responsibility | 
for the entire metropolitan re- | 


gion makes it difficult, if not 


impossible, to realize the high- | 


est potential value of the area, 
the report stated. 

Other consequences of the 
present system of local gov- 
ernments, Wood wrote, 
increased importance for the 
federal and state governments 
in providing regional planning 
and services, unsatisfactory en- 
vironments for many persons 
and restrictions on the region’s 
economy. 


The report indicated that, in| 


the absence of effective gov- 
ernments, the burden of formu- 
lating regional policies has 
fallen principally on private or- 
ganizations and voluntary asso- 
ciations. Among these it listed 
Civic Progress, Inc., in St. 
Louis. 
Inadequate Substitutes. 

Such groups, however, lack 
formal authority and are in- 
adequate substitutes for prop- 
erly constituted governments, 
the study stated, adding: 

“However active and well- 
intentioned, none of the pres- 
ent spokesmen for the region 
at large, public or private, in- 
dividually or collectively, can 
be said to be providing co-or- 
dinated policy leadership. 

“First of all, even though 
they may speak for important 
interests in the regions, these 
groups still represent only a 
small minority of the areas’

| area raise the obvious issue of 
| equity—of why members of a 
labor force working within a 
single economic system receive 
different public services and 
pay different tax bills because 
of their residential location.” 

While reluctant to relinquish 
‘their political autonomy, local 
governments in metropolitan 
‘areas have taken a number of 
other steps to meet demands 
for increased public services, 
the report stated. 

They have levied new kinds 
of taxes—some of them, like 
the St. Louis earnings tax, tap- 
ping sources of revenue beyond 


the central city. Small, poor 
suburbs have obtained new 
revenue by setting up new 


functional districts with taxing 
authority: 
Efforts to Boost U.S. Aid. 
Other measures include joint 


provision of specific govern- 
mental services by several 
municipalities and efforts to 


obtain increased state and fed- 
eral aid. 

“Through such a combination 
of stratagems, special devices 
and outside aid, the metropoli- 
tan governments reduce the ex- 
treme consequences of dividing 
their population and resources

No A-Power Monopoly 


A plan for subsidizing the private electric 
power industry in the construction, ownership 
and operation of atomic electric power plants, 
unveiled by Chairman McCone of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, is a proposal of vast 
precedent. 


Mr. McCone proposes that the Government 
pay as much as the entire difference between 
a conventional and an atomic power plant on 
atomic-electric installations which private 
companies would then own and operate ex- 
clusively for their own profit. He would 
have the Treasury put up as much as half the 
entire cost of the plants, including the gener- 
ators which the utilities would have to build 
regardless of whether their source of heat 
were atomic fission, falling water, or the burn- 
ing of coal, gas or oil. 

o * * 


If the Government is to make such sub- 
stantial investments, then it seems plain to us 
that in return the public whose taxes will 
bear that burden should receive consideration 
in the ownership and operation of the plants. 
AEC consumes, in its far-flung operations, 
enormous quantities of electric power, which 
it has to buy. Why should not plants financed 
from the Treasury be utilized to furnish at 
least some part of that supply? 

Bills to that effect are being introduced in 
Congress for the third consecutive year by 
Senator Gore of Tennessee and Representa- 
tive Holifield of California,.both members of 
the Joint Committee on Atomic Energy. Their 
plan takes the construction and operation of 
atomic-electric plants by the Government out 
of the area of public-vs.-private power con- 
troversy which has so far been a barrier to 
progress. 

. J a 


So long as the Government does not build 
and operate atomic power plants of its own, 
Government subsidy of private plants would 
have a further ill effect of setting up the pri- 
vate utility business in an atomic power mo- 
nopoly. The country saw 30 years ago the 
evil fruits of power monopoly, but a new 
counterpart of that oppressive machine 
charged with atomic technology could pall 
anything that has gone before. The Govern- 
ment should have no part in creating a pri- 
vate atomic power monopoly; it should bring 
all the force of its authority to bear to pre- 
vent the rise of such a monopoly even if the 
utility industry wanted to pay for it. 

The Joint Committee, which is deliberating 
subsidy proposals, should in our opinion ap- 
proach this whole matter cautiously and with 
the utmost thoroughness. There were good 
reasons why Congress expressly prohibited 
subsidies in the Atomic Energy Act of 1954. 
To our mind those reasons are as valid today 
as they ever were. 


A Promotion to Be Killed 


The Missouri House ought to correct the 
State Senate’s mistake of co-operating in a 
questionable promotional scheme in St. Louis 
county’s microscopic new village of Champ. 
All that is necessary is for the House to kill 
the Senate-passed bill permitting Champ to 
issue $87,000,000 in tax-exempt revenue bonds 
for construction of a stadium and. shopping 
center. 

Champ is a community of 14 persons — 
on some 300 acres near St. Charles road abou 
two miles west of Lindbergh. It owes its cor- 
porate existence, on which the whole promo- 
tion depends, to Council Chairman Thomas C. 
Dunne and to the practice of “councilmanic 
courtesy” by his colleagues. Mr. Dunne 
wanted Champ incorporated and the County 
Council gave him his way. 

Champ has now persuaded the Senate to 
permit it to exploit this municipal status, the 
upper house having amended the 1941 defense 
co-operation act so as to permit municipalities 
to construct public facilities for recreational 
and commercial purposes when the facilities 
also can be used for defense purposes. 


The St. Louis area may well need a public- 
ly-operated sports stadium, bomb shelter and 
shopping center like the grandiose one the 
promoters from Champ are dreaming about. 
If so, either the City of St. Louis or St. Louis 
county would be the proper agency to tackle 
the project, not a tiny village that is con- 
trolled lock, stock arid barrel by those who 
are in position to employ the public machinery 
for commercejal purposes and ultimately pri- 
vate gain. 

What St. Louis county really needs is a law 
clearly granting the county the power not only 
to refuse new incorporations without merit, 
such as Champ’s, but to propose consolida- 
tions of existing municipalities as well. The 
promotion in Champ would never have gone 
this far had such a statute been on the books. 


Russian and American Aid 


The Communist bloc, according to the State 
Department, signed aid agreements last year 
with 18 countries. The total ran to a billion 
dollars. Yet since the Communists are new- 
comers in this field, the Department had no 
trouble showing how much more the United 
States already has done, and that American 
contributions last year were considerably in 
excess of what the Reds actually delivered. 


It may be a fallacy to compare American 
and Russian activities in every field, but not 
in this one. Here there is direct competition. 
Even those who believe the Kremlin would 
have less money for arms if it helped to raise 
the standards of the underprivileged are un- 
willing to see it win the friendships and the 
alliances that go with leadership in this work. 
So it is important to note that the Russians 
are increasing their efforts while Congress 
seems determined to reduce American aid. 

This is especially serious in connection with 
the Development Loan Fund, established to 
afford long-term credits on a sound basis to 
such countries as India. Last year Congress 
gave the Fund less money than it authorized, 
so President Eisenhower asked for a supple- 
mental appropriation of $225,000,000 as well 
as a regular appropriation of $700,000,000 for 
the new year. But even the smaller of the 
two requests is being stubbornly resisted. 


This is all the more serious since the presi- | 


dential committee, which under William H. 
Draper evaluated the foreign aid program, 
came to the conclusion that at least one billion 
dollars a year for development loans should 
be available no later than 1961. Sponsors of 
the Fund, perhaps our most effective form of 
aid, believe that it should have had that much 
money from the beginning. Senator Kennedy 
of Massachusetts, for example, has pointed 
out that the success of India’s five-year plan 
depends on adequate financing by the Fund. 
The Indians are engaged in a spectacular 
competition with Communist China to estab- 


lish superiority of the democratic or the to- 
talitarian way of achieving economic stability. 

We hardly can afford to let the Communists 
have another propaganda advantage. It is this 
fact and not merely budgetary and political 
considerations which Congress should keep in 
eae as it considers the Development Loan 
Fund, 


Remove the Ceiling 

St. Louisans will get a second chance April 
7 to make the important change in city gov- 
ernment that they barely failed to accomplish 
last November. We refer to the pressing 
need to approve a City Charter amendment 
removing the $10,000 salary ceiling on top 
municipal jobs. 

Most of those voting on the proposition in 
the last general election favored it. But the 
majority of 68,097 to 52,682 for the change 
fell 4371 short of the three-fifths majority 
necessary to amend the charter. 

In itself the proposal does not increase any 
salaries. It merely permits the Board of Al- 
dermen on recommendation of the Civil Servy- 
ice Commission and approval of the Mayor to 
pay more when and if the Aldermen can find 
the funds to finance the increment. Salaries 
of the Mayor, Comptroller, President of the 
Board of Aldermen and other elected officials 
would not be affected during their terms of 
office. 

As the nonpartisan Governmental Research 
Institute has pointed out, the cost of living 
as reported by the United States Bureau of 
Labor Statistics has nearly tripled since the 
$10,000 ceiling was written into the City 
Charter in 1914. 

However ample that salary might have been 
four decades ago, it is not sufficient now to 
attract the top-grade administrators, engi- 
neers, physicians and other technically-quali- 
fied personnel the city must have running its 
hospitals, engineering offices and other im- 
portant departments. 

Failure of St. Louisans to remove the ceil- 
ing ultimately will react against them in the 
form of poor service and mediocre administra- 
tion of their affairs. That is why they are 
getting this second chance,to do what a ma- 
jority clearly wants. 


Wisconsin Toward Withholding 

As this year opened 12 states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia used pay-as-you-go withhold- 
ing tax systems. This year, New York and 
Massachusetts have joined the list. Now Wis- 
consin is on its way. Gov. Gaylord Nelson 
says that by tapping 250,000 evaders and new 
taxpayers, withholding would bring in $2,- 
800,000 more revenue and add $650,000 to the 
cost of administration. That is a clear profit 
to Wisconsin of more than two million dollars 
—and Wisconsin’s income tax collection al- 
ready is one of the best. If Wisconsin can 
gain that much more money without raising 
taxes, why can’t Missouri do even better? The 
question is for the Legislature. 


Counter-Stroke in Iraq 

With the revolution in Iraq apparently be- 
yond his control, Premier Abdel Karim Kas- 
sem looks very much like a Middle Eastern 
Danton. Like the French revolutionary lead- 
er, he seems to be witnessing a seizure of 
power by the more radical elements among 
those which supported his revolt against the 
King last summer. 

Only a few days ago, he denounced the 
Baghdad Pact and ordered the Iraqi press to 
stop its attacks on Nasser and the Arab Na- 
tionalists. With a meeting of Arab foreign 
ministers called to mediate the quarrel be- 
tween him and Nasser, it seemed that the 
Arabs were about to restore some measure of 
solidarity. It now is a question whether this 
can be achieved. 

While the Communists were as much op- 
posed as Nasser’s followers to the Baghdad 
Pact, they would be the losers by any im- 
provement of relations between Baghdad and 
Cairo. Kassem, believed to be personally anti- 
Communist, would be less dependent on the 
Reds. While he might not be able to repu- 
diate those who made his revolution, he would 
at least have the counterweight of pan-Arab 
support. 

The Communists evidently struck quickly to 
prevent this. According to cables from Leba- 
non—all news from Iraq is censored—they 
have taken over the most important depart- 
ments of the government, arrested or purged 
all pan-Arab sympathizers including some of 
Kassem’s comrades, and intensified the propa- 
ganda war against Nasser and the West. All 
this fortifies the impression that Kassem is a 
prisoner of his palace guard. 

The question is whether Kassem still has a 
chance to rally support against the extremists 
or whether he will join them in an attempt to 
save his own skin. 

It is too soon to say that Iraq has become 
an out-and-out Russian satellite. But any at- 
tempt on Kassem’s part to make himself more 
independent of the Kremlin has been made 
much more difficult—and so have the West’s 
relations with oil-rich Iraq. 


Heretic in the Pentagon 

A non-industrial friend of ours has been 
talking for some time about setting up as an 
industrial consultant. He says he could make 
an easy fortune by offering to cut the costs 
of almost any business by 10 per cent. How? 
Simply by saving all the time devoted to con- 
ferences and committee meetings. Obviously 
he is not an “organization man,” and just as 
obviously he does not believe in “group 
think.” 

But he is a man after the heart of R. Adm. 
Hyman G. Rickover who has just told Con- 
gress that he foresees a future in which “we 
wind up with all committees and no work 
done.” He says that “the greatest interfer- 
ence with our work comes from panels and 
committees.” The committee members may 
have precious little understanding of some 
new work a man is trying to accomplish, but 
they will not pass up the chance to collect 
their per diem, to interfere and to waste his 
time — without, of course, assuming any 
responsibility. 

What a hair shirt this man must seem to 
the powers-that-be in the Pentagon, the guard- 
jians of the way things always have been 
done—or perhaps undone. He disregards rank 
for ability. He scorns the “empire builders” 
who have learned that the man with the big- 
gest department is the biggest man. He will 
not even employ a public relations officer. 

What can be done about a man like that? 
Imitate his ways and actually get on with a 
job, instead of just talking about it? Why, 
that would be as bad as coming out in favor 
of a day’s work for a day’s pay. Can we af- 
ford this?

In recent years chemical gases, 
fumes and other invisible or barely 
visible pollutants have become in- 
creasingly important. 

Public health experts are con-

chemical pollutants, each relatively 
harmless by itself, may combine in 
the air to produce a new chemical 
compound injurious to property or 
to health. 

One recent estimate sets the an- 
nual cost at $7,500,000,000. Another 
estimate figures the cost at $325 per 
year for a typical family of five. 


Medical effects are not so easy to 
assess. Lung cancer is the disease 
most often linked with air pollution. 


Suppose there is a layer of warm 
air hovering over a neighborhood 
and, like a lid, preventing the pol- 
luted air from rising. 

When this happens, the concentra- 
tion of pollutants in the air can soon 
reach intolerable levels. 

As the catastrophe at Donora Pa., 
shows, such concentrations may even 
prove fatal, On the third day, 17 
Donora residents lay dead. By the 
end of the week, more than 5900 
were ill. 

Your furnace is an important per- 
sonal air-pollution responsibility. St. 
Louis took the lead in bringing this 
kind of air pollution under control. 

The burning of trash, fallen leaves 


and garden cuttings is the second 
main source of air pollution attrib- 
uted to private citizens and families. 

No city has adopted so tough an 
attitude toward air pollution as Los 
Angeles. Yet smogs are worse today 
than ever before. The main reason 
for the failure, most scientists now

Majority Minus Policy From a Speech by Senator Proxmire (Wis. ) 


My party in the Senate has an ob- 
ligation to adopt an over-all fiscal 
policy, to announce it publicly, and 
to measure the legislation we pro- 
pose against it. 

Without such a policy the majority 
party in Congress is being backed 
into a fiscal corner by the plausible 
ideas of the President to balance the 
budget. 

We may think the President's 
budget proposals are wrong, but we 
cannot escape the fact that it is the 
only budget that has been proposed 
by the responsible head of either 
party.

Between Book Ends The Great Tragedy 


STEPHEN A, DOUGLAS, DEFENDER 
OF THE UNION, by Gerald M. 
Capers, (Little, Brown, 239 pgs., $3.50.) 


There are three limitations to this 
biography of Stephen Douglas, the 
Little Giant of Lincoln’s times. First, 
it is a political biography. Douglas's 
personal life is, 
of course, re- 
corded, but not in 
detail and with 
little attempt to 
relate it signifi- 
cantly to his poli- 
tics. Second, the 
social, ideological, 
and even politi- 
cal environment 
in — Douglas 
moved is only 
sketchily defined >'ePhen A. Douglas 
for the reader. A working familiarity 
with the events and ideas of the 
period (roughly 1835-61) is assumed. 


Finally, it is a defense of Doug- 
las as patriotic and idealistic, rather 


than self-seeking or opportunistic. 


Within these limits, Professor Capers 
has written a careful, detailed, and 
readable account of Douglas’s career. 

He shows persuasively that Doug- 
las was a perceptive and accurate 
judge of the currents of contempo- 
rary opinion, an astute politician, a 


~ 


resourceful and expert parliamen- 
tarian. All of these talents were de- 
voted to finding a way by which the 
States, in spite of conflicting ideals 
and interests, could live together in 
peaceful unity. 


In this effort, after 10 vears of 
partial success, Douglas ultimately 
failed. He failed when his candidacy 
was rejected by Democrats from the 
South, who bolted the party and 
nominated Breckinridge. He failed 
when, although polling almost as 
many votes as Breckinridge and 
Bell together, he won only 12 elec- 
toral votes to their 111, and Lincoln's 
180. This failure is Douglas's tragedy, 
and in the view of many historians, 
the great tragedy in American his- 
tory. 

It is idle to speculate how our his- 
tory might have been changed had 
Douglas been elected. The change 
would have had to precede the elec- 
tion; either a President Douglas 
would not have faced the same situa- 
tion that President Lincoln did 
face—or the President would have 
been a different Douglas. 

Oscar Handlin, editor of the Li- 
brary of American Biography series, 
of which this is the latest volume, in 
his brief preface suggests a more 
profitable speculation—what flaws in 
character or leadership may have

Stormy Johnny Allen Dies at 53; 
Won 142 Games in 13 Years 


ST. PETERSBURG, Fla., 
March 30 (AP)— Hot-tempered 
Johnny Allen hated to lose a 
baseball game.

Janet Gaynor’s Odd Path to Stardom

NEW YORK, March 30 (AP). 


FAME TOUCHES people at 
the oddest moments. 

Even now Janet Gaynor, 
Hollywood's first Academy 
Award winner, gets a chuckle 
of how she first realized she 
had reached stardom — on a 
trip to the powder room. 

It was in 1927 that she and 
Charles Farrell, another screen 
newcomer, teamed to make the 
unforgettable ‘“‘Seventh Heav- 
en.” 


“Success sometimes comes 
so unexpectedly,” Miss Gay- 
nor mused. “No one even 
noticed me when I walked 
into the theater for the pre- 
miere of that film. 

“But when I got up at the 
intermission to go to the 
ladies’ room, the crowd 
would hardly let me through. 
I went into the theater an 
unknown, and came out a 
star. 


“It all happened in a single 
hour.” 
Janet went on to the heights.

For three years in a row she 
was the nation’s top star at the 
boxoffice. ! 

In 1938, weary of the screen 
grind, she retired. The next 
year she married Gilbert Adri- 
an, the designer, and settled 
happily into a relatively ob- 
scurity from which = she 
emerged three years ago when 
she resumed her career. 

She will be featured next on 
the General Electric Theater 
in “The Flying Wife” on CBS- 
TV next Sunday. 

Janet, a Philadelphia - born 
honey-blonde with quick brown 
eyes, stood only five feet and 
weighed 100 pounds when she 
first came to Hollywood in 
1926—with no stage experi- 
ence. She now weighs 105 
pounds and is three fourths 
of an inch taller. 

“I can’t understand it my- 
self—where that extra three 
quarters of an inch came 
from,” she said, smiling. 

She doesn’t in any sense re- 
gard the two decades away 
from the screen as a lost 
period. 

“You don’t really ever lose 
anything — you gain some- 
thing,” she said. “They were 
wonderful, happy years. I al- 
ways loved

“Miss the glamour? No, in- 
deed.

Next year my husband retires. In retrospect I would 
not do it differently if I could live my life over, It’s been 
thrilling, educational and extremely rich in fascinating 
experiences. So, to the gal who wrote—if you love the 
guy say yes. But remember that sign in Kunming.

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‘The Happy Warrior of Catholic Charities’ 


Monsignor John J. Butler Retraces His 76 Years of Colorful Life—To Be Honored Wednesday

BEING INTERVIEWED, Mon- 
signor Butler boomed in his 
gravelly voice, is “worse than 
going to confession,” especially 
when the interviewer insists 


that you go way back, all the 
way back to the beginning of 
your 76 years and tell every- 
thing. 

“Everything?” he repeated, 
and a broad grin creased his 
pink map-of-Ireland face. “Now 
that’s askin’ a lot.” 


The interviewer already had 
a pretty good idea of what 
Msgr. John J. Butler had 
done in his colorful, enterpris- 
ing lifetime. Just up the street 
from the sitting room where 
the interview was taking place 
is tangible evidence in the big 
brick building at 2331 Mullan- 
phy street, the building which 
houses Catholic Charities. 

There was no Catholic Chari- 
ties organization when Msgr. 
Butler became a priest in 1911. 
Now there are 48 agencies, a 
huge network of welfare serv- 
ices to care for the young and 


helpless, the old and forgotten,. 


the middle-aged and mixed-up. 

One of the agencies, The 
Child Center of Our Lady of 
Grace, will benefit from the 
$50-a-plate dinner to be given 
in honor of the Monsignor at 
the Khorassan room of Hotel 
Chase next Wednesday. 


“Usin’ me to make money,” 
the Monsignor jokes, adding 
with an air of professional ap- 
“and a good way it is, 
00.” 


Obviously the Monsignor is 
willing to be honored, make 
a speech, have a dinner, do 
anything for one of his agen- 
cies. He has fought for them, 
prayed for them, cajoled for 
them, created them with a 
mixture of blarney and bull- 
doggedness. Whether people 
speak of Rim as a saint or a

stubborn so-and-so with a 
shillelagh, they agree on two 
things: (1) he has done a tre- 
mendous job, (2) his concern 
has always been with the 
poor. 


He came from this same 
neighborhood, the poor Irish 
North side where he has spent 
his entire priestly life. His fa- 
ther, Patrick Butler, and his 
mother, Mary Ann O'Leary, 
were born in Tipperary, Ire- 
land, 18 miles apart, but they 
had to go to a dance at St. 
Patrick’s Hall on Sixth and 
Biddle streets in St. Louis to 
meet. They were married and 
had nine children, five boys 
and four girls. 

“They moved to Lucky street 
in St. Theresa’s parish,” the 
Monsignor gives ironical em- 
phasis to the “‘lucky.” “Butcher 
Town, it was called, I was born 
on Nanny Goat Hill. Ask any 
old timer, he'll know where 
that is.” 

His father hauled coal over 
the mud streets and worked as 
a laborer for $1.50 a day. 

“And in winter he didn’t 
work too much,” he recalls. 
“Mother took in work at home. 
My father couldn’t read but 
he could write a little. He said 
the proudest day of his life was 
when he learned to sign his 
name. 

“IT went to St. Theresa’s 
school and in the summertime 
I was pony boy at a livery sta- 
ble. I quit school after eighth 
grade and went to work in a 
printing shop. Then when I 
was 18, I decided to go to the 
new Preparatory Seminary on 
Nineteenth and Cass.” 

Why did he enter the priest- 
hood? It’s hard to explain it. 
As a little fellow he'd gone to 
daily mass with his mother but 
there was no definite moment 
of decision. It’s just “a feeling 
you've always had with you.” 

Msgr. James P. Murray who 
attended seminary at the same 
time remembers young John 
Butler as a “tough contestant 
in soccer,” and a “sharp fellow 
who had ways of getting people 
to agree with him,” as one who 
could “tell you what to do and 
he’d be right.” 

Father Butler was ordained 
Dec, 20, 1911, and on Jan, 20 
was appointed to the parish of 
St. Lawrence O’Toole with spe- 
cial duty at the St. Louis Ju- 
venile Court. 


“The Archbishop told me 
to come back after a month 
and tell him what I thought 
of the Juvenile Court,” said 
the Monsignor. “You know 
what I told him? I said, if 
there’d been a Juvenile Court 
when I was a kid, I'd have 
been in every day. They were 
bringing them in for every 
little thing, throwing rocks 
through windows, for in- 
stance. How many rocks had 
I thrown through windows? 
You didn’t mean to hit the 
window. You meant to hit 


the guy you were throwin’ 
the rock at.” 


Father Butler thought these 


tion. He called on _ parish 
priests. “The family’s just no 
good,” they often told him. 


Very well, then, help the fam- 
ily. He appealed to the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society with 
its nucleus of conferences, par- 
ish groups which help the poor. 
He went to Queen’s Daughters. 
And he formed a committee. 
It was the beginning of Cath- 
olic Charities. 

Msgr. Butler brushes aside 
credit for the program. 

“It was just a question of 
somebody getting behind it and 
pushing it,”’ he said. “We had 
a wonderful group of laymen, 
and always have.” 


Archbishop Glennon gave 
him permission to assess each 
of the church institutions 
monthly, and they set up an 
office in the Equitable build- 
ing, then in the old Kenrick 
house, 111 North Sixteenth 
street. 

He began cutting through 
red tape, getting homes to 
admit stray children “without 
holding a board meeting first.” 
One of his favorite stories con- 
cerns the abandoned Negro girl 
he got into a home; the nuns 
named her Mary Agnes Butler. 

“Originally, foundlings south 
of Market went to Bethesda 
and became Protestants,” he 
recalls; “north of Market ‘they 
went to St. Ann’s to become 
Catholics. They said the Irish 
cops used to move them over 
to the north side of the line. 
Then the Board of Children’s 
Guardians was established and 
took over.” 

The social work picture 
changed with the times. When 
Father Butler went to St. Leo’s 
parish and moved his offices 
into what had been St. Leo’s 
Temperance Hall, the depres- 
sion was on and men were 
walking the streets. He cre- 
ated a work program, sending 
the unemployed to Catholic in- 
stitutions where the sisters 
paid them and later were re- 
imbursed by state and federal 
relief funds which he requisi- 
tioned. 

“Can’t something be done 
for homeless men?” Ira Wight 
asked him one day in 1932. A 
lodging for down-and-outers 
had just been closed. Two men 
had been found frozen to 
death. 


Father Butler got $5000 
from the Archbishop, cots 
and blankets from Jefferson 
Barracks, under a bill allow- 
ing projects for the unem- 
ployed to use Army equip- 
ment, and fixed up the old 
‘Mullanphy Hospital. It be- 
came the Ozanam Shelter for 
Men, now housing 200 men; 
- D ws housed as many as 

200.

borhood Center was organized 
in 1935, the Stella Maris Day 
Care Center in 1943 when fed- 
eral funds were granted for 
day care of children of de- 
fense workers. 

“Any time I found the gov- 
ernment was giving away 
money, I was there with my 
mitt out,” Msgr. Butler 
chuckles. 

In 1947 the Child Center for 
emotionally-disturbed children 
came into being, in 1953 the 
William Brennan Memorial 
Center for the Blind, in 1956 
Villa Maria home for unwed 
mothers. 

_ Besides agencies, the Mon- 
signor helped organize the 
United Fund, from which Cath- 
olic Charities, received $1,300,- 
000 this year; has been active 


See. 
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in the National Conference of 
Catholic Charities, the Na- 
tional Association of Social 
Welfare, White House Confer- 
ences and the Child Welfare 
League. 


In 1943 he was elevated to 
the rank of Domestic Prelate 
by the late Pope Pius XII, and 
in 1958 given an_ honorary 
LL.D. degree by St. Louis Uni- 
versity. 

But his real monument is 
the building at 2331 Mullanphy 
street. In the hall is a beauti- 
ful statue of St. Vincent de 
Paul; Monsignor found it in a 


church attic and had it refur- 
bished. Green walls predom- 
inate; “Monsignor loves that 
Irish green,”’ says Burdine To- 
bin, assistant to the president, 
a title the Monsignor has held 
since 1926. 

From this office, his aids, 
the Rev. Robert P. Slattery, 
who directs Child Center, the 
Rev. Joseph B. Winter, and 
the Rev. Joseph A. McNicholas, 
and his welfare’ directors, 
Thomas O'Donnell and Mary 
Daly, handle the multiple func. 
tions of the Catholic Family 
Service, the Department of 
Children, Neighborhood Cen- 
ter, and the 100 conferences 
of the Society of St. Vincent 
de Paul. Last year, 29,433 in- 
dividuals were served by these 
combined agencies. 


Several doors away, the 
Monsignor shares a_ turn-of- 
the-century house with Fathers 
Anthony Ellebracht, James 
Klein and Edward Moore. His 
housekeeper, Mrs. Frances 
Jeep, calls him “a wonderful 
man, so full of fun, so easy 
to cook for, though he does 
love all the fattening foods.” 


Full of fire and fight as well 
as fun, the Monsignor has his 
gruff side, but William P. 
Walsh, banker and lay leader 
who has been his treasurer for 
many years, terms this “a 
screen to hide his great gener- 
osity.” 

Bishop Leo C. Byrne, his as- 
sistant from 1944 to 1950, calls 
him “the most charitable man 
I've ever met, a man who has 
no formal social work training 
yet has demonstrated great 
progressiveness in the field.” 


Archbishop Joseph E. Ritter 
has called him “The Happy 
Warrior of Catholic Charities,” 
indicating that he is more giv- 
en to persuasion than pressure. 
In his desk drawer the Mon- 
signor has two milk bottle tax 
tokens, souvenirs of one time 
when he did battle with the 
State Legislature over old age 
pensions. 

Since February 1958 when 
he injured his back in a fall, 
he has had to use a chair lift to 
get downstairs and so spends 
more time in his second-floor 
sitting room, where he has an 
altar for mass. It is a friendly 
and interesting room. 


The walls are lined with pic- 
tures. There are family pic- 
tures; a sister, Mrs. Ann Krieg- 
er, and a brother, James P. 
Butler, a retired insurance man 
of San Francisco, are the only 
ones still living. 


Over the desk are pictures 


of former President Truman, 


Congressmen Igoe, Cochran 
and Karsten of his district. 
Around the room are personal 
mementos, a drawing by his old 
friend, Sister Catherine, visita- 
trix of the Daughters of Char- 
ity, a stuffed leprechaun for 
therapy while he was conva- 
lescing, snapshots of the Mon- 
signor in informal sports 
clothes and a slouch hat, sitting 
on a beach at Cape Cod, cut- 
ting wood in Colorado. 

He is a very human priest, 
too human for some _ severe 
tastes. He is no prohibitionist 
and when he vacations in Flor- 
ida, he enjoys a visit to Hialeah 
race track. Last year, despite 
his accident, he took a trip to 
Egypt, Lebanon, Rome, London 
and “stopped for a breath of 
fresh air in Ireland.” 

He has a souvenir of his au- 
dience with the Holy Father in 
Rome, a group picture. In the 
picture, Msgr. Butler is holding 
up a picture of St. Vincent de 
Paul, for whom he always likes 
to get in a plug. Next to him 
is a disapproving looking man. 

“That fellow,” the Monsignor 
points a finger, “saw me about 
to hold up this picture of St 
Vincent when the photographer 
got ready, and he said, ‘You 
can't do that.’” 

Msgr. Butler jutted out his 
bulldog jaw and gave an an- 
swer he has given with telling 
effect on many occasions. 

“Oh can’t 1?” he said. “Just 
watch me.”

DEMAND: Humorist-illustra- 
tor Oliver Herford, to whom 
money meant nothing, could 
not understand why his cred- 
itors made such a fuss about 
his unpaid bills. 

At one time, when he was 
living in a New York hotel, he 
let several months pass with- 
out paying his bill.

The staircase is beautifully carved, and 
the reception room in which the Shah came to 
greet us has walls and ceilings which reflect the 
light from crystal chandeliers and shine like so 
many little pieces of silver. The Shah’s own study, 
which we were allowed to see before leaving, is 
paneled and furnished with wood mosaic after the 
manner of the boxes which I had seen in Shiraz. 
This is a delicate and lengthy process, but the pat- 
terns are very beautiful and the colors soft and 
restful, .

have seen have been the Persian tables. They seem 
to arrange their food with an eye to the color, and 
when you come in you are attracted as much by 
the looks of the dishes as by their content. They 
have a variety of melons and very good tangerines. 
In season, I understand, they have many varieties 
of grapes, all very good; but they have not learned 
to produce wine very successfully, and the qual- 
ity is not consistent. 
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1 am told that Iranians like to drink milk, but the 
cows I have seen look quite small and I am fairly sure 
would not produce milk in great quantities. I learned to 
my surprise that sheep's milk is often drunk, something I 
never knew before. There is much tuberculosis, however, 
among the cattle. The U.N. has a project for improving the 
breed and for teaching methods of pasteurization, but the 
important thing, of course, is to strengthen the stock itself.
